Naval Officers Find Valuable Les- 
sons lii Campaign of tho Jap 
auese Admiral. 

. Admiral Togo has withdrawn all. of bh 
fleet except n few blockading vessels from 
tho entrance to Port Arthur, .and has 
terminated ■ one of the most memorable 
naval campaigns In history. Tho . experts 
at the Navy Department are now review* 
Inn tho operations with renewed Interest; 
are writing reports concerning tuo strategy, 
gunnery, torpedo wcrk nnd other features, 
and are discussing tho several events from 
a professional standpoint, While they 
have the highest admiration for the pa- 
triotism, am rage, endurance and seaman- 
ship of the officers and men of the Japanese 
fleet, and recall several exhibitions of nerve 
and heroism which are i unsurpassed, they 
criticise Admiral Togo for excessive caution 
and for failing to take ad van luge of .His 
opportunities. They criticise Admiral rui- 
manura of the. Vladivostok fleet even more 
severely, because the only time he overtook 
the enemy he was satisfied to get a single 
ship and let the, rest run away after- they 
wero partially disabled.. At the samotimo 
the critics admit- that this has not been 
duo to nny lack of courage^or seamanship. 
They have a theory that the extreme cau- 
tion practised has been a/part .of the 
strategy of the' war for the purpose of lav- 
ing their battle ships. The Japanese have 
been comparatively week in that particular 
and realizing that there would be another 
and perhaps two more fleets to deal with, 
and that it was Impossible for them to ob- 
tain new battle ships, they have considered 
discretion tho better part of valor, and 
have sent out their torpedo boats nnd de- 
stroyers to do the close work. American 
officers consider this a mistake. They be- 
lieve that if tho Japanese had sent their 
strongest ships to close quarter* on at least 
two occasions they would have saved many 
men and much money and shortened the 
war. It is recalled that similar tactics 
wero . ndopted ;bj ^Ajtmrra!,lto,-ui 18^5,; i' 
when, at tho battle "of lulu, he had' the 
entire Chinese fleet at Mb mercy, but uK 
lowed it to escape and find refuse in the 
harbor of Chefoo, just as several Russian 
cruisers and battle ships have found refuge 
at Tsing-tau, Shanghai and Saigon. 

American officers do not understand why 
Admiral Togo did not fight the first battle 
to u finish, Be could have hud it till- his 
own way. The Russians were practically' 
helpless. On the 8th of February last* the 
entire Russian fleet, composed of seven 
battle ships, eight cruisers and twelve or, 
more destroyers, were at anchor in the 
outer road. As one of the experts describes; 
the situation: - 

'The night was talm but very dark; 
An officer of the Russian fleet remarked : 
'Ono could not help thinking that it wan a 
very good opportunity for a torpedo attack. ' 
The Russian torpedo flotilla had left early 
in the morning to maneuver and at 7:80 
p. "hi. had not returned. At that hoar the 
flagship signaled that orders to repel a 
torpedo attack wo'uld be issued later,',but 
meanwhile the guns should not be loaded. 
Tho fleet was to leave for a certain place 
the following morning, 'hut at 8 p, mV 
orders werd given -that steam should not 
be-madn ready. Admiral Stork, in com- 
mand, was entertaining his- captains -and 
some of the junior officers on shore, in 
honor of his wiVs birtbdny, and many 
other officers were also ashore en'pying 
themselves in the clubs and cuius, entirely 
unsuspicious of danger. They did not ex- 
pect a* war.' ..They believed. that diplomacy 
would postpone it. ; '* . 

"A few months before ICouroputkln, 
then nmiisfe'r of war, had visilei} Japan, 
and, upon his: homeward journey, hud a 
ry'uferonce with the viceroy, the ministers 
to Peking and Tokio'.the'chief^olficers of 
tho secret 'service arid other , Ru»,tiuhs. who 
xbould have ..known the' situation,'' '.They 
decided that Jiipan dare not fight bo power- 
ful a nation as Russia. Vigilance was re- 
laxed, aiid the aggressive poljcyof ;RnBBia 
toward China was more rigorous limn ever. 
This feeling of 'security pervaded the! entire 
fleet, . The admiral was -evidently. '.pre par-" 
ing-for some great demonstration. Per- 
haps ho Intended to overawe- the. Jnpajiesa 
by a tllspluy of his formidable fleet. -How-; 
evcrhe made A mistake,' arid' if tho' Japa- 
nese h ad t aken f n 1 1 aily'antnge ofa thoy 
might havo ileatroyedhirii utterly. ^Not a 
singlo precaution!, was taken by tho Rus- 
sian^ Ihey ylid 'pot oven" have patrol boats 
out. Yet the Japanese nkmiral writ only 
nineteen torpeilo boa.^s, against the entire 
array and kept, back the- rest of liia fleet. 
. -

Found Dead In His Bed. 

Robert Conrad*' wall known .In High- 
wood, was found. dead' by. tho porter of the 
saloon ownod'by tho young man's father, 
and where ho tended bar, when the porter 
went to call him Saturday morning, Con- 
rad was nineteen years of ago, never 
drank himself, and was much respected. - 

Coroner Taylor held nn inqueshover the 
remnins, though little ..light was. thrown 
upon tho tragic death, Tho porter testified 
that whoa ho went to Conrad's room be re- 
ceived no nnawcr to his rail, and detecting 
the odor of escaping gat, he became alarm- 
ed and went Into the room, where be found 
the' body. A physician *was cajtnd and 
gave it as his opinion that Conrad had 
been dead a couple of hours. 

It is presumed that during the night 
Conrnd got up and lighted the gas, and 
when he turned it off, possibly in a drowsy 
condition,'; unintentionally again partially 
opened the valve, tho consequent leakage 
causing his death. There. wns no evidence 
to Warrant any other conclusion, in fact, 
all'that could bo established was that tho 
man retired In good health, nnd was found 
as described In the morning by tho porter. 
No possible motive for suicide can bo im- 
agined- by the family, and the accidental 
theory Is by them accepted. . 

\ Death of 'David Stewart. 

David C. Stewart, aged 84 years, ono of 
the pioneer residents of the town of Salem, 
died at bis home Wednesday morning, 
Dec. 28, after a.brief illness'. He 'was a 
native Of "New York, but had resided in 
this country for more than' half n 'century. 
He was at ono time one of tho largest wool 
dealers in this section. The funeral was 
held Friday noon under the anspicesof the 
Masonic fraternity of Kenosha, assisted by 
Antioch MasonH. Besides a widow, •Ur. 
Stewart loaves one son and five daughters.

Residents of the village oE Wadsworth 
have by a chain of circumstances which 
since' the suicide of Neil Knudson, as noted 
In this paper two weeks ago, have come to 
light, concluded tho popular village shoe- 
maker deliberately took. his life that $1 800 
insurance he carried might bo .thus • avail- 
able to liquidate debts he had contracted, 
amounting in all to less than 9500. 

Upon examination o*f tho books nnd 
records of the Woodmen and Ben Bur 
lodges,- of which organizations he was 
secretary, it developed he was short some 
$90 in ono and about 950 in the other, . 

It is now known he had the day before 
be suicided endeavored to secure small 
loan* of one or two men in the village, It 
is' believed he wished the money for his 
daughter's family und not his own use, 
however, and hie .failure to get the money 
greatly .-' dretressed him. One man, who 
know of his intention of asking h loan of a 
friend, met him as he returned from his 
visit und asked him if he succeeded, 
Kjjudson broke down and cried, much to 
tbe J surprise of his questioner. ., 
{•■Returning to. his little abop ho probably 
brooded over hie inability to' nffdrd finan- 
cial assistance to his daughter,. The know- 
ledge of his short age with his lodges tended 
to intensify his despondency. .Then came 
tho thought of hia insurance' money.' There 
wairSlfiOO which it lay within hU power 
to provide.' -It was his life for his debt's, 
and. he deliberately set nboiit-his prepara- 
tion?, for death, First -he listed nil his 
item]* cf debts and left explicit instructions 
thai' his daughter should pay them out of 
inBuraiice'nionoyahe would receive. " Theu 
in a few endeoring linos to Iris . loved t , ottos 
nud he wiis ready for the sacrifice.

Olaring, crackling flames, mounting 
high among Yuletide decoration** and 
wreathing anew the altar of St. Peter's 
Kplscopul church, 1787 Belmont avenue, 
Chicago, Sunday evening, summoned the 
officiating priest, Rev. Frank Du Moulin, 
from prayer at the chancel , to service in 
stilling panic, dismissing a frightened con- 
gregation of several hundred persons and 
fighting the fire that threatened both tho 
lives of the 'worshipers and their sanctuary 

By reason of tho priest's calmness end 
quick grasp of the' situation, inspiring 
confidence and presence of mind la those 
imperilled, the church was quickly emptied 
without disorder or confusion, and pastor 
and assistant pastor, with- the aid of the 
choir, were left free to subdue -the Dames 
and save the building, a task they accom,-.- 
pllshed before the firemen arrived. / 

An announcement by tho pastor of/spec- 
ial service for New Year's day had -drawn 
an audience that occupied almost every 
seat on the first floor and in thff gallery. 
The service was almost at -an end when 
Mr, DuMoulin knelt at the chance] and be- 
gan au invocation of di vino, bless frig upon 
his. flock for the new year. V 

The crackling ol burning holly inter- 
rupted tho prayer, and the priest, turning, 
saw the flames leaping upward, and in the 
same glance caught a look of terror on the 
upturned faces before him. Spring to his 
feet he cried out to the men of bis choir to 
tear down the blazing greens. . 

The next moment the jni nister stepped 
quietly to the lectern', and, placing. his 
hand' on tho open Bible before him,' said; 

"There is a slight Are in the altar dec- 
orations.- It is nothing serious, hut you 
must leave the church. Those on the right 
will file out the right hand exit and .those 
in tho center arid left do the same. Those 
in the gallery will pleaio leave in nn order- 
ly a_ma.Lrur.ttB ppisib e,,nnd,please,TWhen 
you" have ieaclmd the i»ireet. : leave the vi- 
cinity so as not to block the way of others.'^ 

As tho minister spoke many in the guth- 
eripgjirose, hut it Was with 'the' calmness 
of reassurance, und when he censed speoki 
ing t,he entire congregation, without wait- 
ing to don wraps, left tho 'building, ^'he' 
poster's instructions were followed to' the 
letter. Six ushers, and ono vestryman 
made haste to throw open the exit doors, 
had by the time* the first person reached 
the nilee there was ho obstacle to qaick and 
ea*y escape. The loss was about 3500. .

Ttavagea of the Ilrowii-Tnll Klotli. 

The ravages of tho brown-toll moth 
havo become so great In different parte 
of the country thnt some concerted ef- 
fort should be in ado to exterminate tho 
peat Tim efgs of tho female are In Id 
on tho Ion res of the tree, nnd aro 
batched in midsummer, nnd the peat 
of the moth in the cnterplllnr elate be- 
gins Its ravages on the tender foliage. 
On the approach of winter the enter- 
pillars construct heavy webs, In which 
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they live until spring, when they coiiie 
out to feast on the bvuls, blossoms end 
leaves. It is lit this season of the 
yenr, nnd Inter, while the trees arc de- 
void of foliage thnt the ninln work to 
exterminate them must be done. 

While the moth Is in winter qunr- 
tcrs he nnd she enn he rcndlly renebed. 
Obtain a p run lug shears mounted on n 
long bundle and operated by a wile In 
tho bunds, go through the trees of- tbe 
ordinal and anywhere on the grounds 
ii nd cut off the twigs on which the 
mass of web bungs. Lny them In piles 
carefully, then gather them, nnd, after 
taking them nut of tho orchnrd, burn 
them. Only In ibis way can one be 
certain of their destruction. The plan 
of fastening n bunch of cotton waste 
to a pole, setting tire fo It nnd holding 
the lighted torch to I he web until It Is 
consumed Is nlso n good one. Belter 
get at this work during the winter nnd 
do It thoroughly. 

The illustration will give Uie render 
some bleu of this pest. Ttie female 
moth is shown, na wet I as the cater- 
pillar, nnd also n twig of a tree show- 
ing tbe web attached. As this latter 
has been nccurnlely drawn It will not 
be dill leu it to Identify the web of Die 
brown-tail moth. — IiuIhumpoHs News.

Tho height of this mammoth must 
Imvo baeu nt least fourteen feet, or 
about two feet higher than that of 
the famoits A Mam elephant Jitinho, 
the skeleton of which Is In tho same 
museum. Very few mammoths reach- 
ed thin size nnd the majority were 
decidedly smaller than -.Tuuibo, Several 
mora or less entlro carcasses of mam- 
moths Imvo been discovered In- Si- 
beria, and one was so well preserved 
that It has been stuffed nnd ununited 
like it modern' cjimdniped In tha Im- 
perial Museum nt St Petersburg. 
When the rJermnn Ocean was dry 
land, and ("front Britain part of a pmt- 
Itisuln, the mammoth lived In Eng- 
lunil, nnd Its fossil remnlus arc not 
only found on tho hind, but arc rep- 
resented by hundreds of mtiiumotli 
teeth dredged from the depths of the 
North Sea by tnuvlern, The American 
mastodon wim a relative of the mum- 
moth, but differed from It In being 
more massive and somewhat lower. 
No entire remains of.n mnstodon have 
been discovered, but from thoso avail- 
able It Is possible to obtain a good 
Idea of what the nultnat wns llku In 
life.

A Paradox In Cotton. 

Measured in dollars, the 12,000,000 
holes of the 1904 cotton crop are 
worth less than tho 10,000,000 bales 
of the 1903 crop, says the New York 
World. Tho difference in total value 
Is enormous. A pound of raw cotton 
which last February sold for 17 cents, 
is worth only 8 cents now. 

Cotton la selling at $40 a bale now, 
as compared with $70 to $75 a year 
ago. At that rate tho total value of 
the 1904 crop will be less than $500,- 
000,090, while the 1903 crop sold for 
over $700,000,000. 

It is paradoxical that an one result 
of the Increased industry of the 
southern planters they receive $200,- 
000,000 less. .If they bad planted less, 
cultivated less and allowed the boll 
weevil to flourish they would have 
been better off. The Immediate effect 
will be to discourage southern enter- 
prise and to diminish the value in 
International exchange of 'the United 
States' principal article of export 
Tho consumers of the world will be 
the beneficiaries.

The threatened severity of tlie winter, 
the Increase of pauperism and the num- 
ber ol the unemployed combine to form 
a .problem which ia occupying tho atten- 
tion of the authorities In London. Pau- 
perism Is increasing to nn alarming do- 
grue In tlm metropolis. The figures for 
the week show that 70,185 persons wero 
receiving Indoor, and 45,201 outdoor re- 
lief. This Is an Increase of 0,395 on
